AMONG the most dramatic situ 
ations—and I believe one of 
the most important—thus far re­ 
corded in an active week-end rests 
in the politico-military events in 
the explosive Balkans. 
It will, I suggest, be worth while 
for readers to watch this fiery 
cockpit ot southeastern Europe. 
That theater not only is of mili­ 
tary moment to the Allies, hut 
there we have under way signifi­ 
cant political developments which 
will mean much to the post-war 
world. 
Three thrones—those of Yugo­ 
slavia, Bulgaria and Greece—are 
rocking like small boats in a hurri­ 
cane. The governments of Rumania 
and Hungary also are being lashed 
by the storm. 
These political up­ 
heavals strike me as symptomatic 
of what we may expect in many 
parts of the disrupted European 
continent as soon as the war ends. 
The Yugoslav crisis is of vast 
importance, 
and 
this 
revolves 
around the colorful leadership of 
Marshal Josip Bros—“Tito”, they 
call him—commander of the Parti 
san guerrilla forces, which are 
made up of peasants and hardy 
mountain folk. 
War makes and dnmakes per 
sonalitles, and it looks as though 
one of the striking figures of our 
global conflict is emerging from 
the obscurity of the Balkans in 
the person of Tito.

AS the cards now lie, Tito is go 
lug to have a major role in 
smashing the Hitlerite forces in 
the Balkan peninsula. 
But that’s 
likely to be only part of his mis 
aion. 
Looking 
ahead 
through

smoke of battle, -I think we shall 
find him influencing the political 
future of his own country and con 
eequently of the rest of the Bal 
leans. 
Many of Tito’s followers wear 
the badges of Communism and sa­ 
lute with the clenched Cist They 
are opposed to the government of 
youthful King Peter and very re­ 
cently he has proclaimed a Parti­ 
san government The Turkish radio 
says Moscow has recognised this 
government, though Moscow hasn’t 
confirmed this. 
Tito 
started 
h i s 
resistance 
against the Germans with a hand 
ful of crudely armed man and boys 
Under his leadership this guerrilla 
force grew until he has tOO.OO# or 
more—a motely crowd wearing 
divers uniforms, or ordinary garb. 
SO well has the marshal done that 
we have the extraordinary de­ 
velopment of the Anglo-American 
allies throwing the most of their 
military support to him, although 
they had been backing King Pe­ 
ter’s government in Cairo and his 
little army in the field under his 
minister of war, Gen. Mihailovich 
This is a doubtly interesting situ­ 
ation, inasmuch as the two armies 
are at loggerheads and even have 
had armet: clashes.

The Allies take the practical 
viewpoint that since Tito is doing 
most of the fighting, he gets most 
of the military support. 
Moscow 
has been favoring the Partisans all 
along. 
Hitler, recognizing Tito’s threat 
to the entire German set-up in the 
Balkans, Is throwing strong forces 
against the Partisan leader. 
Yes­ 
terday the marshal issued a ring­ 
ing appeal to his followers through­ 
out the mountains to strike and 
smash the Nazi offensive.

LONDON, Dec. 13—A peace or 
war crisis, inspired in part by fear 
of an expected Allied invasion of 
the Balkans, is shaking Bulgaria 
to her very foundations amid indi­ 
cations the world has little more 
time to wait for the promised east- 
west-south knockout blows against 
Hitler. 
The next IOO days “will be as im­ 
portant in the history of the world 
as the IOO days before Waterloo,” 
declared Lord Strabolgi, chief La­ 
bor whip in the house of lords, in a 
speech Sunday at Luton. 
Bulgaria, Grit in defeat in the 
1918 debacle of the Germanic pow­ 
ers, again is treading a similar 
path and continental reports told 
of the dispatch of more German 
troops there. 
’Near End Of Tethei* 
Reluctant to break with Ger­ 
many, but anxious to continue her 
friendship with Russia, this key 
central Balkan kingdom Is wob­ 
bling under impact of both Allied 
and Nazi propaganda as well as 
the menace of Hitler bayonets and 
heavy loads of Allied aerial bombs. 
“Bulgaria as a Nasi power is 
reaching the end of her tether," 
wrote the London Times diplomatic 
correspondent. 
“The actual end hardly can be 
expected to precede the general 
Allied assault on the Balkans,” he 
added, “but it is certain that pres­ 
ent conditions in Bulgaria have 
contributed greatly to the Weaken­ 
ing of the German position in 
southeastern Europe and that the 
collapse of Bulgaria would mean 
no less than the complete dlsinte 
gration of the Nazi Balkan fort­ 
ress.” 
Hungary, Rumania Waver 
Hungary and Rumania also are 
wavering, while in Yugoslavia Mar 
aha! Josip Bros (Tito), his post 
tion strengthened by the recent 
formation of a rump government in 
opposition to the royilist govern- 
ment-in-exile, appealed to his Par 
tisan followers yesterday to rise up 
everywhere against the Germans. 
The Rumanians are watching the 
Russian approach to their border 
with the same thought as Bulgaria 
and Hungary: How to Quit the 
German cause. 
Berlin has dispatched Hans Neu- 
bacher, Balkan problem specialist, 
on a mystery mission to Buda 
pest. Tension is said to be spread' 
lug through the country. 
Although 
obviously 
concerned 
with their Balkan position, German 
military experts are represented as 
expecting the biggest Allied blow 
from the west. 
They are said to have shifted 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, now tour­ 
ing Norway, from the Italian-Bal- 
kan command and put him in the 
western driver’s seat. 
The Nails undoubtedly also will 
have new worries over the “24 
hour, 360-degree bombing” of Ger

And 
you don't need to have any specified amrmnf of 
fat; take it to your butcher whenever the can is 
full He will estimate the weight of the tin and 
give you, cash in hand, ie and two red points 
for every pound of used fat you deliver. 


The government does not ask for these fats 
until you’ve got the cooking good out of them. 
But when that is done,every spoonful is wanted. 


Would it surprise you to learn that just one 
single tablespoon of fat—just the little bit that 
is usually washed out of your broilers and roast­ 
ing pans and skillets—will make five machine 
gun bullets? Or enough smallpox vaccines for 
seventy-three men?

Conflict Between labor And Farm Groups Is Main 


Fact In Our Domestic Politics; Let’s Look At It 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
T 
H E conflict between the organ­ 
ized farm groups and organ­ 
ised labor'is undoubtedly the main 
fact in our domestic politics. 
Let 
us try to understand It. 
Since the summer of 1940 the de 
mand for alm ost all farm products 
and for industrial labor has been 
rising sharply. 
Congress, while It enacted mili­ 
tary conscription, has rejected com­ 
pulsory national service for men 
who, though fit to work, were ex 
em pt from or unfit for the arm ed 
forces. 
This m eant tbat civilians had to 
be Induced by money paym ents to 
do w ar work. 
The Inducements 
have taken the form of higher 
prices, various types of subsidy 
and higher wage rates. 
The monetary inducem ents 
to 
wage earners have been relatively 
higher on the whole than those 
to the farm ers or to any other 
large group In the nation. 
F or In the absence of coon pul 
sory service, men had to be lured 
ont of the lees essential occupa­ 
tions Into the vital war industries. 
Women had to be Induced to en­ 
ter factories. Families had to be 
Induced to move from their homes 
to the new and overcrowded cen­ 
ters of war production. 
To make the inducem ent suffi­ 
cient the rates of w agts became 
abnorm ally high, and these high 
rates for the new labor force tb at 
had to be lured were naturally ap ­ 
plied, under union pressure, to the 
old labor force in the w ar Indus­ 
tries.

They have had much worry and 
trouble adjusting 
themselves

m anagers of their enterprises to 
changing w ar conditions. 
Though they have on the whole 
done well, 
relatively they 
have 
not done so well as the war work­ 
ers. 
The conflict has come to a head 
In congress in the movement to 
prohibit so-oalled consum er food 
subsidies and In a general assault 
on the whole system of price con­ 
trol. 
The movement is undeniably In­ 
flationist; the farm bloc through­ 
out American history has favored 
soft money—usually to reduce the 
burden of Its indebtedness to its 
creditors In the cities, in this case 
to lower w hat it regards as the un­ 
duly high real wages of Industrial 
labor. 


I 
N THE conflict between the farm 
organizations 
and 
the 
labor 
unions both parties in congress 
have become entangled. 
N either of them has been able 
to rise above It and make Itself 
the guardian of the national inter­ 
est. The Republicans have silted 
themselves with the farm organiza­ 
tions. 
Their calculation la th at they 


can take for granted the bulk of 
the employers and th at labor may 
be divided by factionalism or be 
in part disfranchised by change of 
residence or by being in the armed 
forces. 
The southern wing of the Demo­ 
cratic party also has alUed itself 
with the farm organizations which 
speak* for powerful interests in the 
southern states. 
Moreover, the south, which Is 
represented lo politics by men who 
d istrust the new status of the 
wage earner. This distrust is ex­ 
acerbated by the fact th a t so much 
potential 
labor in 
the south Is 
Negro labor. 
Failure of congress to stand high 
and firm above the farmer-labor 
conflict Is Inexcusable. 
Even lf the farm leaders and the 
labor leaders really spoke for all 
farm ers and laborers, which by all 
objective tests of opinion thsy do 
not, it is still the fact th at these 
are special interests contending for 
special advantages. 
At the climax of this great war 
and on the eve of the terrible or­ 
deal through which our fighting 
men still have to pass, it Is a sorry 
spectacle to have the congress of 
the United States demeaning Itself 
to this Struggle instead of instating 
th a t It he composed. 
F o r these lobbyists, 
to whom 
they bend their quaking knees, are 
quarreling about money while men 
are dying and the world is on fire.

lating the power of labor unions 
as it had regulated corporations, 
stock exchanges and banks. 
T he combination of an excessive 
demand for labor and the unregu­ 
lated power of the unions was 
bound to produce a bitter reaction 
In the rest of the community. 
But the Republican politicians In 
congress are playing no less stupid 
politics. 
They have forgotten the house­ 
wives, the pensioners, the govern­ 
ment employes on fixed salaries, 
the bondholders and the insured, 
the families of men dependent on 
soldiers’ allowances, and the sol­ 
diers themselves whose savings at 
home are threatened. 
The 
Republican 
politicians

congress also are forgetting the in- 
tereets of the employers and the 
financial Institutions. 
They treat them as so anti-New

storm of protest causes the 
senate th reverse Itself Immedi­ 
ately, our boys and girls in the 
armed 
services 
virtually 
have 
been deprived of their votes for 
the duration, and some 10,000,000 
lads and lassies in uniform will 
have nothing whatever to say in 
1944 about who runs this country 
for the next four years. 
To say th at W ashington obser­ 
vers were stunned by that coali­ 
tion of 24 (m ostly southern) Demo­ 
crats 
and 
18 
Republicans 
who 
killed the soldiers’ vote bill Is to 
put it mildly. 
I have followed the move to 
give the services, overseas and in 
this country, a chance to vote 
for more than two years. 
In these columns I have tried to 
explain 
the 
physical difficulties 
and have pointed out the political 
fear* of the Republicana and anti- 
New Dealers that the adm inistra­ 
tion would use its contacts with 
the armed forces to swing votes 
for the commander-in-chief. 
Sen. Green of Rhode Island and 
Lucas of Illinois, who Introduced 
the soldiers* vote bill, were aware 
of all those obstacles and I doubt 
lf any bill was more carefully pre­ 
pared. 
It has been In the works for 


months. On one occasion at least, 
the private opinion of a Supreme 
Court justice was asked as to its 
constitutionality. 
T 
HROUGH 
four days of thor­ 
oughly serious debate, while 
the tax bill, subsidies, wage in­ 
creases and a number of other 
vital m atters were held up. the 
senate made beautiful gestures of 
ironing out possible kinks. 
Amendments were passed mak­ 
ing 
it 
absolutely 
non-partisan; 
blocking all possibility of any gov­ 
ernm ent agency exercising undue 
political 
influence 
on 
the 
boys 
and girls, and assuring both maj­ 
or parties equal time on both for­ 
eign and domestic broadcasts to 
the armed services. It looked as 
if the senate finally had a fool­ 
proof bill. 
Then along came a handful of 
mostly 
anti-poll 
tax 
Democratic 
senators to ask for a vote on 
their substitute measure and right 
out 
through 
the 
Capitol 
dome 
went any chances the soldiers, 
sailor-’, marines, m erchant m arines 
and women’s oorps have of cast­ 
ing a ballot next year. 
W hat the coalition theoretical­ 
ly did was toss the ball back to 
the states. The old 
specter of 
states’ rights that has been pop­ 
ping up so regularly of late (since 


the anti-poll tax bill again is In 
the offing) was what turned the 
trick. W hat the coalition actually 
did was kill the soldiers’ vote. 
T 
HEY threw the whole m atter 
back to the same status that 
existed in 1942 when less than 
28.000 service ballots were cast 
out of a possible more than 5,000,- 
OOO. 
If tbs same ration holds, It means 
that only a half of I percent, or 
something like 
60.000 
men and 
women in uniform will be able to 
vote next year. 
The reason Is that few states 
are prepared by law, or equipped 
financially or in manpower to ad­ 
m inister absentee voting effective­ 
ly on a large scale. 
Some would have to have con­ 
stitutional 
referendums. 
Others 
would' require costly special ses­ 
sions of the legislatures. 
The senate no sooner had acted 
than 
coalition 
members 
in 
the 
house 
announced 
gleefully 
that 
they had enough votes to sustain 
the senate action. « 
But observers here agree that 
that doesn’t make much differ­ 
ence. Unless, as I said in the be­ 
ginning. public opinion forces a 
reconsideration, the soldiers’ vote 
is dead for the duration.

squadron, but he holds down one 
of the biggest jobs. 
Only 5 feet, 7 inches tall and 
weighing 135 pounds, the 23-year- 
old marine 
dive-bomber pilot is 
the unit’s ‘Tail-end Charley’’—the 
last man ov.^r the target on every 
raid. 
He’s the one who draws all 
the anti-aircraft fire for the last 
few seconds. 
Folks back iu Youngstown may 
remember him as the little life 
guard at Idora park, or as the 
scrappy little boxer who appeared 
on am ateur bills around the city. 
But out here, they know him as 
"Tail-end Charley, himself," the pi­ 
lot who dumps the last bomb when 
they plaster the Japs. 
Already Lt. Cropley has partici­ 
pated 
in 
six dive-bombing raids 
on Japanese strongholds on Bou­ 
gainville, Ballate and Kolomban- 
gars islands. 
Official records credit him with 
hits on anti-aircraft emplacements, 
coastal guns, barges and bivouac 
areas throughout the Solomons. 
And despite his precarious posi­ 
tion 
as 
“Tail-end 
Charley”, 
he 


never has been hit—except by his 
own guns. 
"That happened during the giant 
plane raid on Ballale air strip, the 
Jap fighter base for their big air­ 
drome at Kahili,” he related. 
"As usual. I was the taal man 
to dive, and I was having a whale 
of a time strafing the Japs as I 
came down. 
I released my bomb 
all right near a Jap ack-ack gun, 
but Just as I started my pullout, 
there was a terrific explosion, and 
a piece of shrapnel tore a gash in 
my helmet.

the Japs had got me. but I con­ 
tinued to pull out and. strangely 
enough, the plane responded.

On another raid, a Japanese Zero 
made a pass at him, but missed.

‘lf It Moves, Shoot It!’

A 
you go into the jungle, if any­ 
thing moves, shoot it. 
“Even lf a blade of grafts moves, 
you don’t take time to look twice. 
You shoot. When something moves, 
lf you don’t shoot it, maybe It 
■hoots you. 
T hat’s Danny Moreno, a self-ex- 
Ued Moro prince speaking. And he 
knows what he’e talking about. 
Danny, a son of the Sultan of 
Lanow in the southern Philippines, 
is now a war worker at Pearl Har­ 
bor but his knowledge of jungle 
fighting has been going the rounds 
among servicemen. 
According to Moreno, the Jap­ 
anese 
got 
their jungle 
fighting 
technique from the Moro#. 
“Tourist" 
Japanese 
lived 
for 
years around Moreland using cam­ 
era and notebook in their search 
for knowledge on how the Moro* 
waged Jungle warfare. 
They proved to be pretty good 
pupils, according to Moreno, who 
wag interviewed by the Mid-Paclfi- 
can. army newspaper in Hawaii. 


But, he added, the Japs don't 
come anywhere near comparing to 
a Moro in really lowdown, tricky 
Jungle fighting. 
While giving out with advice on 
Jungle fighting, Moreno pointed out 
that the Moros are the most dan­ 
gerous fighters in the world and 
know the jungle like a native New 
Yorker knows his subway system. 
And as for looking around a bit 
when something moves in the Jun­ 
gle. and then shooting, don’t do It, 
says Moreno 
"Even when you see any kind of 
animal that, la dead you shoot it 
too," he said. 
"Maybe it is not 
even an animal, but a man hiding 
in a dead anim al’s skin." 
Moros are "hit-and-run" fighters. 
Danny observed. 
But they only 
run one way and that is toward 
the enemy. 
They are the people who coined 
an English dictionary phrase—"to 
run amok". Their favorite weapon 
is the kris, a capable piece of cut­ 
lery with a double-edged blade 2 
feet long and an ivory handle. 
The weapon affectionately Is de­ 
scribed aa being able to slice off a 


head like a lawnmower clipping 
dandelions. 
Moreno owns one which is 300 
years old. 
His sultan father gave 
It to him when he left home to 
Bee the world. 
Moreno observed that the enemy 
is "sorry" he came to his country 
for his home folks are said to be 
"having the tim e of their lives” 
with 
all 
the 
Japanese 
running 
around loose in the Jungles of Min­ 
danao. 
The Moroe, according to Moreno, 
are great hands at digging big pits 
in the jungle, planting them full 
of sharp spiked bamboo stakes, 
and carefully covering them over. 
Unwary travelers step on the 
false cover, fall Into the pit and 
are impaled on the stakes. 
They usually yell, he added, like 
stuck pigs. 
But this business of jungle fight­ 
ing has one all-important point, he 
te-emphasized. 
"Don’t take a chance", he warns. 
"If It moves, shoot It!”

OPERATORS ASK 
NEW COAL JUMP 


Arrive At Conditional Pact 


With Lewis And Union . 


H r AIM A ssociates P ress. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. IS — Soft 
coal operators who have reached a 
conditional agreement with John 
L. Lewis’ United Mine Workers 
want a further price Increase of 
IO cents or more a ton before mak­ 
ing the pact effective. 
The accord reached Saturday by 
a sub-committee of miners and 
operators is substantially the same 
as the agreement between Lewis 
and Interior Secretary Ickes, un­ 
der which Ickes is operating the 
mines, plus an Individual payment 
of $40 to the miners as a retro­ 
active settlement for underground 
travel time. It provides that all 
increased costs shall be passed 
on to the consumer. 
Soft coal price increases aver- 
aging 17 cents a ton were allowed 
by Stabilisation Director Fred M. 
Vinson on the basis of the Ickes- 
Lewls contract 
Some districts got as much as 
SO cents a ton and others nothing. 
The operators, who had asked In­ 


creases ranging from 40 to 55 
cent* a ton, consider these allow­ 
ances inadequate. 
Greater production is off setting 
increased costs to some extent and 
the operators are prepared 
to 
modify their original demands but 
will press for at least IO cents oa 
top of the 17. 
In submitting the tentative agree­ 
ment to Ickes, the operators call­ 
ed on him to make good his prom­ 
ise to help them obtain what they 
regard as adequate prices. 
Ickes wants to get rid of his 
job as mine custodian but said he 
will not turn back the properties 
until an operator-miner agreement 
is in effect 
The operators want free run of 
their properties again, too, but 
not at a loss. They would prefer 
to leave them In government cust­ 
ody, they say, and sue in the 
oourt of claims after the war. 
The agreement will be 
sub­ 
mitted to a joint conference of 
miners and operators Friday.

Flu Kills 709 In Britain 
LONDON — The worst epidemic 
of the war threatened Britain to­ 
day as the influenza death roll was 
disclosed to have jumped to 709 
in 126 m ajor towns of England 
and W ales for the week ending 
Dec. 4 and tens of thousands were 
sent to bed by the disease, ap­ 
proaching plague proportions alarm­ 
ingly early in the winter.
